Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the added language in the previous amendment, 
filed 6/27/2003, cuased the Office to be made final. The claim amendments to Claim 1 recited a plurality of turns of multi-strand 
conductors, a definition of a turn surface, and the antenna being positioned at right angles to that surface (all stuctures that the Clanton 
patent lacked). The final Office action rejection is therefore proper, as a new reference was required, but not necessarily in the first 
Office action rejection.
